Representatives of two Arab* 
organizations In Canada last 
Friday denounced what they 
termed a "campaign of repres- 
sion and intimidation" being led 
by police and other authorities 
against Arab, people and 
organizations In this country. 

Rezeq Fara], president of the 
/Quebec-Palestine Association, 
exhibited electronic listening. 
* devices found, February in, the 
association's offices in Mont- 
real. The microphones, he 
noted, appeared to have been in 
place any where from eight to 17 
months, and were of highly 
sophisticated design. 

Though, the Association of- 
fices are also used by the 
Montreal Central Council of the 
Confederation of National Trade 
Unions ; (CNTU) and other 
workers' groups, FaraJ pointed 
out that a police source had said 
In a CKAC radio Interview that 
the devices had been Installed 
to- monitor Quebec-Palestine 
activities rather than those of 
the CNTU or other labour 
groups. "So either they are 
trying. to divide us from the 
others, or else they really think 
we are subversive," said Faraj. 



Calling the presence of such 
equipment "a threat to the lives 
of Palestinians in Canada," 
Faraj said that Canadian and 
U.S. security agencies ex- 
changed Information on Pales- 
tinians obtained through such 
taps with Israeli intelligence 
services. Faraj said that Israeli 
intelligence has been respon- 
sible for the death of several 
Palestinians In Western Europe 
In recent years. 

Faraj also said that the 
listening devices had allowed 
U.S. immigration officials to 
ascertain in advance the names 
of people traveling to New York 
November 12 for the UN visit of 
Palestine Liberation Organiza- 
tion leader Yasser Arafat. 

Dr. Louis Azzaria, president 
of the Federation Canado- 
Arabe, said that his group had 
been Infiltrated by the RCMP In 
an effort to depolltlclze the 
organization. Azzaria said that 
the Federation hadn't received a 
reply to a -December letter 
written to Solicitor-General 
Warren Allmand charging that, 
as a result of the Arafat visit and 
out of fear of "terrorist" 
activities at the 1976 Montreal 
Olympics, the RCMP and other 
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$500 for the Montreal Society of 
Multiple Sclerosis through a 
candle sale in the Union lobby.

agencies had instituted an 
intimidation campaign against 
Arabs living in Canada. 

Azzaria cited several other 
incidents which had led the 
Federation to this conclusion, 
- Including a December 2 fire' at 
an Arab community centre in 
Toronto during which lists of 
Immigrants' names and addres- 
ses had been stolen. Though 
people on the lists had later 
received threatening telephone 
calls, Azzaria said that Toronto 
authorities had done nothing to 
Investigate the possibility of 
arson In the Incident. 

Azzaria also said that both the 
Canadian Radio and Television 
Commission (CRTC) and prov- 
incial authorities in Alberta had 
Ignored Federation complaints 
against racist broadcasts on 
Edmonton television station 
CJDV. The broadcasts, part of a 
Christian religious series, had 
described Arabs as "wild men" 
who had "all the world's peoples 
as their enemies." Azzaria said 
that while the Federation had 
written to both the CRTC and 
the government of Alberta to 
complain about the broadcasts, 
both had said the Incident was 
In the other's jurisdiction.

How do you entertain the 
student body? Build them a 
bigger, better bar. Students' 
Society President George Ar- 
cher, keeping this philosophy in 
mind, is planning a facelift for 
Gertrude's. The future plans for 
the bar will expand the cramped 
confines of Gertrude's to two 
floors of drinking, dancing, 
socializing and music. 

At present, Archer-has been 
authorized to build only one 
floor on the basement level of 
theUnion, includingwashrooms 
at the sub-basement' level. 
Archer, however, feels that the 
basement floor alone would be 
almost as. Inadequate as the 
present pub is right now. 
Gertrude's is presently too small 
to accommodate the long 
waiting lines on Friday and 
Saturday nights. 

According to Archer about 60 
per cent of the pub's potential 
gross is lost In the line of 
students awaiting a table, and 
the proposed double-decker bar 
would offer twice as much 
room. 

The one ftoor plan, -already 
approved by the administration, 
would cost between $80,000 
and $90,000 to construct. An 
additional $48,000 would be 
needed to build the sub-base- 
ment floor. If the board of 
governors absorbs the price of 




alr-condltloning for both floors, 
approximately $30,000 would be 
knocked off the total price, 
leaving the Students' Society 
with enough money for the 
duplex. Archer says that since 
the administration owns the 
Union, It . should absorb the 
price of the alr-condltloning, 
■which is a "permanent capital 
changé." In 1 other words, 
' Installation of the air-condition- 
ing system would Increase the 
value of the building. 

Will the new pub be any 
different from the old Gert- 
rude's? Archer has plans for a 
stand-up bar where lone drink- 
ers can get fast service and 
remain Inconspicuous. This 
would reduce customer load for 
the waitresses and waiters and 
allow for faster service. With the 
60 per cent gain In liquor sales 
that Archerf oresees , perhaps the 
pressure to tip would be. 
reduced. The bigger pub couid 
also Include larger, more 
comfortable chairs and provide 
a much more spacious dance 
floor.

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Students' Society elections

Once again elections for the 
Students* Society executive 
positions are upon us - once 
again it's a. humdrum affair. 
There's obviously something 
wrong with the Students' 
Society but before we consider 
what changes should be made, 
let's examine what the Stu- 
dents' Society is. 

Contrary to popular belief, 
the Students* Society is n 
students' society. It was 
Administration who set it up'ln 
1908 in order to better control 
students. To this day, It remains 
financially and politically in the 
hands of the Administration. 

The Students' Society was 
suggested by the Alma Mater 
Society In 1906 as the solution 
to the problem of undisciplined, 
rowdy students. 

The Alma Mater Society 
conceived of an organization 
based on compulsory member- 
ship of all students and student 
groups. Under this organize 
tion, students would have to 
answer to their- elected 
representatives for bad conduct 
and their representatives would 
be directly responsible to the 
Administration. 

The idea was enthusiastically 
endorsed by the Senate. 
Students' Society's 
- 'raison d'etre' was abuses 

The. first president of the 
Students' Society explained the 
rationale behind 4he organiza- 
tion this way: 

Like most new forms of 
government Its 'raison d'etre' 
was found In abuses, the 
students had been brought Into 
disrepute with the public, their 
failure to meet their creditors In 
undergraduate enterprise 
their apparent acquiesa 
the charges of vandalls, 
were periodically brought 
gainst them, rendered absolute 





the necessity of reform. The 
occurrences on Theatre Night of 
1906 gave decided Impetus to 
the movement, tor It was then 
made clear that means must be 
adopted to protect the student 
body from the adverse criticism 
following the acts of an 
Irresponsible few. A committee 
was appointed by the Alma 
Mater Society to see wherein " 
the then prevailing regime was 
fault and to propose a 
medy. 

The remedy was the Students' 
Society, and Its executive body, 
the Students' Executive Coun- 
cil. - 

According to the first 
constitution promulgated in 
.1909, the object of the Students' 
Society was "to promote the 
general interests of students." 
The Students' Council was 
defined as the "only recognized 
medium between the Students 
and' the University Authorities 
and the General Public; it was 
"to promote social life am" 
academic unity among the 
Students." . 

The Alma Mater's solution to 
the problem of controlling 
students worked. Previously, 
students' organizations had 
been spontaneously created as 
the need arose; now they were 
brought under the wing of the 
structured, regulated organiza- 
tion. All members were to abide 
by "normal public and Univers- 
ity regulations concerning 
conduct and procedure," or be 
disciplined. 

Society constitutionally 
. tied to the Administration 
The first constitution ruled 
that the Students' Society Is. 
under the jurisdiction of. the 
Senate and Board of Governors. 
Although the constitution has 
changed several times since 
then, to this day the Students' 
Society remains tied constltù- 
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Commlll»» lor the Study ol Parallterature:

tlonally to the Administration. 

The legitimacy of - thtf 
fledgling Society was' ensured 
by the Administration In two 
ways: (1) It refused to deal with 
any group not recognized by the 
Students' Society, and (2) it 
backed the Students' Society- 
financially through mandatory 
fees .collected at registration 
time. 

The Students' society, then, 
was never an organization 
voluntarily created by the 
students— ity was {and is) the 
Administration's tool. - 
Managing bnd supervising 

students 
In a 1950 Students' Society 
report,.the Society is defined as 
"the moderator and judge for all 
student activities as. well as 
fulfilling the function of top 
management, that of setting up 
general policies and of initiating 
nd supervising the entire field 
student activities, 
its "supervisory" position, 
as the only recognized 
student association on campus, 
the Students' .Society has - 
effectively served as a watchdog 
for groups and individuals the 
Administration finds embarras- 
sing or dangerous. 

In 1950, for example, the 
President of the Students' 
Society sent a letter to all 
students.warnlng them to watch 
out for the "Commies" who are 
asking . people' to sign a 
ban-the-bomb . petition. They 
called themselves the Students' 
Peace Council, but the 
President was quick to point ou 
that they were not a légitimai 
student group as they were not 
recognized by the Students' 
Society. 

In 1965, the Students' Council 
tried to foil an anti-Vietnam war 
march by resolving that "clubs 
and societies of the Students' 
Society must obtain permission 
of. Councll. to hold functions 
off-campus or parades off-cam- 
pus." 

Each year (until recently) 
Council has disciplined at least 
one person for disorderly 
conduct or destroying property, 

The Society was establishei 
to deal with student abuses, 
and before it lost its credibility 
among students, it fulfilled its 
purpose well. 

Students' Society's 
false autonomy 

Much has been made of the 
Students'Society's "automony" 
but for a number of reasons it is 
very limited in its functions. 

First of all, the Students' 
Society is bound by a 
constitution which can be 
changed only after winning a 
two-thirds majority, or a 
referendum vote and being 
approved by the Senate and 
Board of Governors. 

Under these circumstances, 
changing the constitution is 
nearly impossible. In 1968, for 



example, a . new constitution 
abolishing the Administration's 
control over the Students' 
Society and establishing repre- 
sentation by population (rather " 
than by faculties) passed in the - 
referendum only to be vetoed by 
Senate. 

The Administration also 
watches over the> Students' 
Society's money. The involunt- 
ary membership fee is collected 
along With the students' tuition 
every year. It Is deposited in a 
University bank, account and 
drawn upon by the Students' - 
Society's comptroller, a . Univer- • 
sity employee. University-ap- 
proved auditors check' the 
books annually to ensure that 
everything is as It should be. 
No one cares— forgood reason 
The most effective check the 
Administration' has over the 
Students' .Society; however, Is 
the Society's inherent impo- 
tence. The .Administration 
that the Students'. 
Society can never be anything 
more than a bumbling bureau- 
cracy that doles out money 
because it has no real 
constituency. As long ago as 
1931, only 50 per cent of the 
campus turned out to vote In 
Students' Society elections. 
Last year only eight per cent 
bothered to vote. 

In 1951 , the Dally wrote, "So 
the students, If individual in all 
other respects, remain uniform 
in their attitude towar J 
Students' Societ 
the meetings are h 
:o stay away 

Are students inherently 
"apathetic," are their represent- 
atives to blame, or does the 
problem stem from the nature of 
the Students' Society itself?, 

When the Students' Society, 
was set up in 1908 it was 
designed to lump together all 
the existing students' associa- 
tions under one governing 
body. The result was (and Is) 
that the Students' Society as a 
whole really represents no one. 
Students have divergent 
intei 

The only thing all students at 
cGIII have in common is the 
desire for a diploma. Beyond 
this, students' interests vary 
according to their background, 
area of study, and aims in life. 

Because of the conflicting 
interests within it, instead of 
representing all. students, the 
Students' Society ends up 
representing none, as both the 
engineers (who have tried to 
secede from the Society year 
after year) and the people who 
want a politically active Society 
would readily admit. 

This suits the Administration 
just, fine. 

As the former Vice-Principal 
of Administration, Robert 
Shaw, once explained, the 
university is safe from change; 
as long as it is made up of 



"scholars in many disciplines 
and in a variety of fields"— ac- 
cording to Shaw, their divergent 
views will prevent them from 
uniting to form a "conspiracy." 
'Shaw, is right— until people 
get together and pound out a 
unified political position, they 
will remain Isolated and 
ineffectual as initiators, of 
change.' 

The same principle applies to 
the Students' Soclety-as long 
as we are all lumped together 
under one organization instead 
of in organizations which 
represent our particular views 
(like the Women's Collective, 
the Workers' Support Commit- 
tee, the McGill Students' of 
Objectivism, etc.), we will 
Immobilize each other.
